This fiounder, by the way, is a curious ex- 
ample of evolution—of organic change fol- 
lowing the change of environment. Origi- 
nally—1,060 or 1,000,000 years ago—it moved 
upright through the water, its broadest di 
mensions being up and down and its eves on 
each side. But it was so thin it maintained 
that position with difficulty, being much in- 
clined to topple over.

FOOw FOR YOUNG MEN. 


Dre. Br; ce on “The Vorihweet—! 
forthe Educated Young Men. 


The literary Society of Manitoba 
College held its first meeting Friday 
night. There wasa large attend- 
ance. After ashort programme had 
been gone through with the presi- 
dent of the society, Rev. Dr. Bryce, 
was called upon to deliver a lecture 
on “the Northwest—a field for the 
educated young men.” In his ins 
troductien the lecturer made refer- 
ence to the large number of young 
menin the Nerthwest, aad to the 
fact that almost all the leading men 
inthe country were young. The} 
pessibility of yeung men being pru- 
dent was discussed and the opinion 
given that young men fora new 
country, with all their short coms 
ings, would probably be mors useful 
to it than eld men, although gifted 
with the largest amount of wisdom. 
The capabilities of the country were 
considered as affording wide scope | 
for the activities of yousg men and 
a picture was drawn of the progress 
of civilization throughout the North- 
west. The subject was then con- 
sidered of how the educated vouny 
men vould be of use to the country. 
Au uppeal was made to the young 
men of the present generation, us 
Canadians, to have fixed opinions in 
favor of their own nationality. They 
were urged to have true intelligent 
patriotism, and not allow themselves 
to be led away by the emer cueies 
ofany particular time or by the mis- 
leading ideas that crop up from year 
to year in political lite. The speak- 
er then went on to show how a liber- 
al education fitted men for taking 
part in the advancement of the

country, that it increased a number 
of points of contact between him 
and society and thus increased his

sympathy for all classes and made 
him useful in understanding the 
coudition and advancing the in. 
terests of all. The advantages of an 
intelligent university education were 
strongly set forth to the young men 
of the Literary Society and Dr. 
Bryce congratulated them on so 
many having a desire to advance in 
the direction of ples was aiso pat 
forth by the speaker for the di- 
rection of the mind of students, to- 
wards practical objects in lite and 
severe strictures were passed upou 
the dreaming 2nd tor thearitical diss 
positions sometimes exhibiting itself 
umong young men. 

The addrcas was closed with a rots 
erence to the wider education of the 
sympathies aud affections as well as 
of the imtellect, The lecturer stated 
that there was heart and soul pewer 
to he developed if tne young men 
Were to be useful us well ws mere 
power of intellect. 

Dr. Bryce, as the newly elected 
president cf the society, referred tu 
matters concerning the organization 
of the society during the year, and 
stated thet the college authorities 
were prepared to give several prizes 
to be awarded by the students them- 
selves for the purpose of advaacing 
tho prosperity of the society.
